On our fourth Independence Day celebration, b January 1952, the flag of 
the Chiang Kai-shek government was flown from the Chinese pavilion. Because 
the ambassador of the Mao Tse-tung government did not approve of this, he 
did not attend even the military exercises which the Union of Burma conducted 
in front of the City Hall. This situation put a noticeable damper on the 
whole celebration. 

The K?fF flag has not been recognized by the Burmese government. Moreover, 
KMT soldiers and Burmese forces are now fighting each other. It is thus 
quite evident that the KMTs are not at present friends of the Union of Burma. 
Therefore, we must conclude that the ambassador of the People* s Republic of 
China had grounds for his protest. Besides, the Ministry of Home Affairs had 
sent out an advance order prohibiting public display of the KMT flag. 

The fifth Independence Day is almost here now. Pavilions have been _ « 

erected along the main streets of Rangoon. We do not know which flag will 
be unfurled from the Chinese pavilion. But we feel t.nat the order of the 
Ministry of Home Affairs should be heeded. KMT flags should not be displayed: 
neither at the pavilion nor from private homes. 

Under the present political conditions, where one side is diametrically 
opposed to the other, wc vould like to advise the Chinese in Burma thAt, 
regardless of their sympathies, it is important that they reside here with- 
out opposing the desires of the host country. 
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
